The. Third Convention of the 

Minnesota Association of the Deaf 
was called to order by President 
Smith at B.80, Saturday evening, 
June 30, in tin- lecture room of the 
Y. M. 0. A. building at Minneapolis, 
Minn. Mr. Thou. Shcridain was 
appointed temporary Secretary. Mi. 
Hanson, Chairman of the Local Com 
mittta of Arrangements, gave :m 
address of welcome to the Association. 
Then followed the President's 
address. Reports of offloers and oom- 
mittee* was in order. The treaauer's 
report was laid OVW until Monday 
morning. The Executive Committee 
and the Committee on oompnlsory 
education gave in their reports. The 
President then appointed ootnmitt 
on permanent organisation, on enroll- 
ment, on rules, and on resolutions. 
Amendments to the constitution and 
by-laws were presented as follows : 

To fix the membership fee at 
twenty -five oents ; to enlarge the Bi 
eoeutive Committee to nine members 
instead of five ; to provide for 
biennial instead ol quadrennial meet 
iugs of the Association. These 
amendments, having been seconded, 
were laid on the table until Monday 
morning. It was voted to hold the 
Sunday meeting of the Association at 
ten o'clock in the morning, and the 
business meetings at nine o'clock on 
Monday and Tuesday. The Local 
Committee made some important an- 
nouncements in relation to the 
banquet and the picnic. The AeSOOis 
tion then adjourned at 10:80 p.m. 



Sundat, July 1st, 10 a.m. 

This proved to lie a notable event 
in the history of the deaf of Min 
nesora. It was the largest and most 
resprisentativc gathering of the adult 

deaf ever held in the State.

Topic No. fi was handled in an able 
manner by Mr. Hanson, He Ul 
the deaf to join churches, to take 
active interest in church gatheril 
Me pointed out the advantages to be 
gained from association with 
pejple and also in time of trouble, 

((lie could look to the church for aid. 
Several <jl 'he <|eaf present, who were 
church members, gave their testimony 
in support of Mr. Hanson's argument. 
The question as to how many of thOM 

£ resent at the meeting wore regular 
huroh members was asked, and it

( )il Topic No. 8, Mr. Tousley .■ind 

others spoke of the disadvan 

under which the deaf labor iu a moral 

and religious way after leaving 
school. They thought, however, thai 
when the characters of deaf persons 
were well established before leaving 

school, they were safe in the world of 

temptal ions. 

In Topic No. 7, Mr. Smith oalled 
attention to the importance of polite- 
ness, or outward polish. The world 
judges people by theii outward ap- 
pearance, their visible acts. If the 
deaf wish to appear will in the eyes 

of the world, they, must Cultivate 
courtesy and consideration for others. 
True politeness springs from the 

heart and is based upon oharlty. 
Incidentally, Mr. Smith spoke of the 

use of signs in public, and cautioned 
the deaf to avoid unnecessary grim- 
aces and contort ions, advising them 
to use spelling more, and to aeipiire a 
habit of talking quietly, whether by 
signs or by spelling. Mr, Sheridan 
hi interest ing talk on t he same 
subject. The meeting adjourned at

And 
the result oil he efforts of thOM who At tern tit 
ii by means of S method that persistently 
overlooks or Ignores the fact of deiifneae, is 
to add to rather than to lighten the inis- 
Fortune of deafness, to widen the gulf 
rather than to narrow It, to make the lives 
ol 'the deaf more unhappy, more barren of 
t lie enjoyments of sin 

While, then, the deaf can never mingle In 
sin let y as one who hears and spunks, yet 
education lias made them good citizens, 
good members Of society, and canable of 

true happiness and enjoyment of lire. And 
in their own soots y this is especially true. 

My elf able to speak and to enjoy the 
BOCletj of those who hear, I would yet" give 
p speech a thousand times rather "than be 
deprived of the means of ready comnmnica 
lion wilh those, who, like myself, are deaf, 
and the benefits anil pleasures I am able

training along the sam lines as in t he past,

The 
tables were arranged in the form of 
a hollow square, with one side open.

A., 
and wife, Herant L. Kcrctehjian, of 
Turkey, Dr. J. L. Noyes and wife 
and daughter, Mrs. A. 11. Hale and 
daughter. Gov. Nelson, Hon. Geo. 
K. Skinner, Hon, Anthony Kellv, 
Hon. T. H. ('lenient and Judge R. A. 
Mott sent regrets. The bill of fare 
was quite elaborate, and it was cooked 
and served in the very best style of 
the Hotel.

it could not have been better. The 
place fixed upen for the pionio was 
Lake Harriet, one of the loveliest of 
the many lovely resorts within the 
city limits of Minneapolis. It is 
reached by street-car lines from any 
part of the city, and the fare is only 
five cents. By nine o'clock in the 
morning the picnickers began to arrive 
at the pionio grounds, in a shady 
grove on the shores of the lake. 
There were maidens with bright eyes 
and gay summer dresses; there were 
young fellows with straw hats and 
neglige shirts whose eyes could not 
keep away from those maidens; there 
were papas and mammas with their 
children, who smiled indulgently upon 
the younger people, and thought of 
the days when they too had felt the 
darts of Cupid at picnics — and else- 
where. The young folks played 
various games, — bean bags, duck on 
the rock, fox and geese, the wink 
game, etc. The elders gathered in 
knots and talked polities, the strikes, 
Coxey's army and other questions of 
the day. At noon a bountiful picnic 
dinner was served, and it was notice- 
able that the banquet of the night 
before had not spoiled a single ap- 
petite. In so much our banquet was 
not " diicagoesque," for which we 
are duly thankful. The afternoon 
was passed in playing more games, 
in rowing on the lake, in strolling 
about, and in simply sitting down 
and enjoying the rest and freedom of 
the occasion. Supper was served at 
six o'clock. An hour later there were 
a few athletio contests. A hundred 

Jards dash was won by Pat O'Connor, 
. S. Brown, second; first prise, $1. 
second 50 cents. A fifty yards race 
(ladies) won by Miss Julia Steidel, 
Miss Edith Koss, second; first prir.e, 
50 cents, second prise, 35 cents. A 
fifty yards race backwards was won 
by Frank Worswick, Ed. Sampson, 
second; first price, 60 cents, tt 
price, 25 cents. A potato raoo was 
wan by Miss Edith Ross, Miss Katie 
Gloeser, second; first price 35 cents, 
second price 15 cents. 

Many of the picknickers remained 
late in the evening, to witness the 
fine display of fire-works at the pavi- 
lion fronting the lake. The attend- 
anee at the pionio during the day 
exceeded one hundred, and many dt - 
claied that it was the pleasantest af- 
fair of the kind that they had ever 
attended.

Monday's programme 
mi the subject of industrial pursuits 
was continued, and the discussion was 

made general. In the midst of it, a 
was taken. After it, President 
Lyman, of the Minneapolis V. M. C. 
A., was introduced, and made an 
interest ing. i ml eloquent .address, which 

was interpreted into the sign langu- 
age by Mrs. Alice Noyes Smith. Tie 
was followed by Mr. Herant L. 
Kirotohjian, a Turkish gentleman, 
educated at an English College in 
( 'oust ant inople, ami who is now t 

ml studying in America. His 
addres-. abounded in praise of Amerioa 
and American inst il ut ions and civiliza- 
tion as compared with the conditions 
in the < Irieut. A rising vote of thanks 
n to these (wo gentlemen for 

favoring the convention with their 

remarks 

The discussion on industrial pursuits 
was then concluded. Mr. J. L Smith 
followed with a paper on "Societies 
and Associations of the \^<,\\\i after 
leaving School."

As one remarked, 



therefore, for the tleaf to associate it the weather had been made to order 



Thursday Skssion, Jult 5th, a.m. 

The final meeting of the Conven- 
tion was called to order by President 
Hanson, with a good attendance. 
The programme was taken up where 
it was left off Tuesday. Mr. Shori 
ilan read a paper on " The Merits and 
Demerits of Conventions of the 
Deaf." The general discussion that 
followed on this and Mr. Smith's 
paper was interesting and profitable. 
Mr. Smith then presented an ad 
dress to the Association to Promote 
the Teaching of Speech to the D»af, 
stating that the deaf of Minnesota be 
lieved in giving every deaf child a 
fair chance to profit by speech in- 
struction, but, at the same time, they 
believed that the sign language and 
the manual alphabet were indispens- 
able aids to the highest and best edu- 
cation of the deaf. The address was 
adopted unanimously, and the Presi- 
dent was instructed to forward it to 
Chautauqua, with the request that it 
be read before the Association there. 
Mr. Hanson then brought forward 
the subject of promoting the use of 
the finger-alphabet among the public. 
He moved that the Kxeeutive Com- 
mittee he instructed to procure a 
large cut of the alphabet, ami to 
w rite a brief statement about it and 
its use, ami to send it to various 
papers in the State, with the request 
that it be given a place in their 
columns. The motion was carried. 

It was then moved and carried un- 
animously that the Kxeeutive Com- 
mittee prepare an address in favor of 
compulsory education for the deaf 
children of the State, and urge tho 
matter before proper authorities. 

The Committee on Enrollment an- 
nounced 88 aotive members enrolled. 
The Committee on Resolutions then 
gave its report, and votes of thanks 
were given to those who had, iu vari- 
ous ways, contributed to the su, 
of the Convention. A resolution was 
introduced and adopted ananimoi 
without debate, thanking the Hoard 
of Directors of the Minnesota School 
for the Deaf for granting Dt. 
leave of absence one year with full 
pay. 

Mrs. L. P. Dane and Miss Maude 
Mason rendered in signs, in a grace- 
ful and expressive manner, the hymn. 



which the Third Convention of the 
Minnesota Association of the Deaf 
adjourned without a day. 

The hall in which the meetings of 
the Convention Were held was taste- 
fully, though ■haply, decorated for 

the occasion. Over the main en- 
trance was the wortl "Welcome," in 
large letters of green oak leaves on a 
white background. On the wall, 
above the platform, were draped two 
laroe American flags, ami to them 
was fastened the word " Welcome." 
in gold letters on a blue background. 
Hut ween the flags, with the frame 
just swept by their parting folds, was 
a lifesi/.c and life-like crayon portrait 
of Dr. J. L. Noyes, loaned to the 
Convention by his daughter, Mrs. 
Alice Noyes Smith. Around the 
platform were grouped some hand- 
some potted plants from Mendenhall's 
greenhouse. 

The Convention is over, but its ef- 
fects will not soon be lost sight of. 
The deaf people who attended it can 
not fail to have gained in self-respect 
and self-relianee. The moral influ- 
ence of such a gathering can not be 
otherwise than great. The spirit that 

pervaded the meetings throughout 
was one of earnestness, of a desire to 
improve, to get strength and help. It 
was a representative gathering ; the 
delegates came from all parts of the 

State, though as is natural, the bulk 
of the attendance was from the 

"Twin Cities." They represented 
the highest prosperity, intelligence 
and refinement of the tleaf people of 

Minnesota, and in their persons were 
the strongest possible argument in 
favor of the most liberal provision 
for educating the tleaf. But there is 
another effect of the Convention that 
we must not overlook — perhaps, after 
all, the mos', important. It was held 
in the heart, of the city, in the Y. M. 
C. .V. building. Reporters of leading 
papers were in daily attendance, and I 
gave the Convention excellent notices. 

The tuuiquet at the West Hotel, with 
such distinguished guests as Mayor 
Eustis and Hon. Geo. A. Bracket t 
present, oould not fail to attract still 
further public attention. The result 
of all must be that the public Iuin a 
better opinion of the (leaf as a class 
than before the Convention. They 
realize that the tleaf are pretty mUOO 
like other people, — holding conven- 
tions, discussing questions of impor- 
tance, attending banquets, picnics, 
etc., and conducting themselves 
throughout with as good sense as 
people who hear. 

The preceding account is but a 
brief synopsis of the most valuable 
ami successful gathering of the tleaf 
yet held in Minnesota. In time a de- 
tailed report will be printed under 

the direction of the Kxeeutive Com- 
mittee, ami it will be sent to all mem- 
bers of the Association.

The Board of 
Directors of the school met July 3d, 
ami accepted in the resi gna tion of the 
former Superintendent, William Kav- 

anaugh Argo, the application of Mr. 
.1. K. Ray, Superintendent of the 
Colorado School, to till the vacated 
position. Mr. Argo, from all ap- 
pearances, will accept Mr. Kay's place 
in the Colorado. School, ami thereby 
each school will suffer nothing iu the 
Kwapping business. 

The above action has been done 
for the benefit of both individuals.
